The summary is separate and 
distinct from the abstract and is directed toward the invention rather than the disclosure 
as a whole. The summary may point out the advantages of the invention or how it solves 
problems previously existent in the prior art (and preferably indicated in the Background 
of the Invention). In chemical cases it should point out in general terms the utility of the 
invention. If possible, the nature and gist of the invention or the inventive concept should 
be set forth. Objects of the invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that 
they contribute to an understanding of the invention.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3) The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter 
which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4) Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or operational 
language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and positively specified. The 
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structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to present a complete operative device. 
The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5) The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in 
this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the 
United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application 
filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed 
in the United States only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 
21 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

6) Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Cho US 5,813,559. 

Cho '559, in the embodiment of figures 1 A - 2C, teaches a beverage container can (1) with a 
swivel closure (4) formed underneath the pull-tab (2) and riveted therewith at (3), which can be swiveled 
to close the beverage can after the can has been opened. 

7) Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Li et al. US 2005/0051553. 
Li '553 teaches a beverage container can (50) with a swivel closure (10) formed underneath the 

pull-tab (56) and riveted therewith at (55), which can be swiveled to close the beverage can after the can 
has been opened.
